So pronounced was the criticism of theil 
actions by the yeneral public that #remier Meighen was not long 1n 
deciding to step into the breach and annul the ruling of the Board. 
| ‘here is no doubt that the Board over-stepped its powers in 
ruling to protect the losses of any favored set of business con- 
concerns. ‘The Board was not appointed for that purpose. It’s only 
mission for being called into existance was to prevent excessive 
rotits, and the ruling it handed out in the sugar situation could not 
but have the effect of paving the way for, and encouraging the 
very thing it was appointed to prevent. 

Although the ruling of thé Board has been upset by the gov- 
ernment, representatives of the sugar industry are still negotiat- 
ing with the government in the hope of securing some form of as- 


sistance in the shape of financial relief to recompense them for the | ’ 


loss to which the present sugar situation makes them probably 
liable, 

The action of the refineries in soliciting government assis- 
tance in their delema is only what might be expected in view of the 
fact that all our governments, both provincial and federal, have of 
late been too prone to err in the matter of granting financial assis- 
tance and concessions, from the cancelling of worthless notes ic 
the taking over of over subsidised railroads. 


This sort of thing cannot go on indefinitely. If it does ii re 


can only lead to calamity for the country and dissatisfaction and 
discontent for its people. If the sugar refineries are to be pro- 
tected against financial loss by the government, why not the shoe 
man, the clothier, the printer, the painter or the plumber? If 


this were the system generally adopted and practised it would sim- f 


ly be a case of the government playing the tune and sony pratt | im- 
posed upon public paying the piper. 

It is about time our governments were oiling up to the 
fact that the general public represents about nine-tenths of the 
spokes in the great wheel of commerce, and that they are intitlea 
to some consideration in matters of this kind,

PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME! INTER- 
“ah ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW - 


PETER HOURIE. 

oF Many old timers around Regina and Fort Qa’ Appelle and 
Prince Albert, will temember the stalwart figure of Peter Hourie 
who for many years was the official interpreter of the Indian 
Department. He was a giant of a man} tall, broad and well 
set-up and in the old days when the buffalo thronged the prairie 
and officers of the Hudson Bay Company were lords of the 
plains, Peter was one of the most valued servants of the great 
fur corporation, When the writer first knew him he was a fine, 
handsome figure of a man although he was then on the elderly 
side of middle age. He had the intelligence and energy of his 
Scotch ancestors and the dignity and self-respect inherited from 
a native mother. _ He told me once that he had been born in 
the stone fort at Red River. His father was an Orkney man 
and his mother a Snake Indian who had found her way, with her 
family from the western plains to Fort Garry. e was cmplov- 
ed when quite a young man as a hunter for the Hudson Bay 
Company. Unlike many of the other western natives he learned , 
to read and write and later .was employed as postmaster at one 
of the outlying posts that. came under the jurisdiction of the 
famous Robert Campbell, who was chief factor in charge of the 
Swan River department. Whilst acting in this capacity he was. 
sent out to locate a western post for the company. The buffa- 
loes were being pushed further westward year by year and for 
a long time Fort Ellis at the junction of Qu’Appelle and the 
Assiniboine rivers, was the furtherest western post, It is true 
that in the days of rivalry between the two great fur companies. 
prior to their amalgamation in 1821, there had been an estab; 
lishment of both the companies af a place called Fort Qu 
Appelle. This place is about eighteen miles south of what is 
now Qu’Appelle station.. The North Westers must have main- 
tained a considerable establishment there bécause we find from 
the records that such important wintering partnérs as,MacDonald 
of Garth and Daniel MacKenzie’ made considerable sojourns 
there. The Hudson Bay Company also had a post which at’ one 
time was in charge of William McKay, the grandfather of Hon. 
Mr. Justice McKay of the Court of the King’s Bench. Mr. Me- 
Kay had a considerable task to hold the Fort against the attacks 
of his rivals in the fur trade and on one occasion when he was 
absent on a hunting trip to the plains they burned it down. On 
his return he rebuilt his establishment and threatened to kill any 
North Wester who dared lay a finger on it. With the amalgama- 
tion of the companies in 1821 Old Fort Qu'Appelle seems to 
have been abandoned and the business was done from Fort 
Ellice and Swan River. In the early sixties, however, the late 
Archibald McDonald, then a young clerk in the employment of 
the Hudson Bay Company, was sent-out in charge of a small 
establishment in the neighborhood of old Fort’Qu’Appelle. . It 
was not considered suitable for a permanent establishment and 
Peter Hourie was commanded to find a permanent location. He 
picked upon the beautiful site by Fishing‘Lakes where the village 
of Fort Qu’Appelle now stands, and he erected the first build- 
ings there of the Hudson Bay Company. Shortly afterwards he 
left the service of the fur corporation and engaged in trading 
on his own account. The Hudson Bay Company browned upon 
Free Traders and just about this time, Thomas McKay, who still 
lives at Prince Albert, also left their service. The fur company 
was hard put to it to hold their own and obtain furs from’ the 
— against the competition of two such men as Hourie and _ 


ay. 

. Sometime before this Hourie was one of the men 
selected to accompany Dr. e on his famous everland ttip to 
the Arctic, which resulted in finally setting at rest all doubts as 
to the fate of the Franklin expedition. Shortly after the expedi- 
tion left Fort Garry, however, Hourie cut his foot badly whilst 
chopping some firewood and was reluctantly forced to abandon 
the expedition. He married when a: young man, a daughter of 
the well-known Indian family of Whiteford, and raised a family 
of sons and daughters, who in size and dimensions might have ° 
been sons of Anak. 

Mrs. Hourie figured in rather a remarkable event. 
time in the late sixties there was a great hunting camp of 
natives and half-breeds on the south bank of Little Arm river, 
about twelve miles from the present site of L en. She was 
sitting one evening in her camp and was reading from the pages 
of an old almanac which some hunter had carried in his baggage. 
She discovered from it e was an eclipse due on the following 
day. She accordingly told the Indians that at a certain time the. 
sun would be darkened and there would be a shadow over the, 
earth. They laughed at her, Sure enough when the eclipse did ~ 
ome along, they were utterly overwhelmed and despite the fact 
that she explained the circumstances to them, the people of 
plains always afterwards regarded her as being possessed of 
some supernatural gift. : 

In 1885 Hourie was appointed the official interpreter to 
General Middleton and accompanied him on his march to the 
Saskatchewan from Fort Qu’Appelle and saw most of the fight- 
ing. We have told elsewhere of the exploits of his son Tom 
who succeeded in carrying p pale D ws from General Middleton 
to Colonel Irvine of the Mounted . Police, at Prince Albert, 
through a country infested with hostile half-breeds. It was also 
Tom Hourie and a man named Armstrong who brought the 
rebel leader Riel into General Middleton's camp at the conclu- 
sion of hostilities. He was a giant of a man, about six and a 
half feet in height and broad in proportion, He went with Nor- 
man Campbell from Regina to the Yukon in 1896 and a few 
years ago died near Dawson. 

uring the fight at Batoche, when the firing was hot on 
‘both sides there came a temporary lull in the fighting. eneral 
Middleton instructed Hourie to summon the rebels to surrender. 
He accordingly raised himself up and in the Cree language, ad- 
dressed the half-breeds and Indians advising them of the futility 
of resistance. A few bullets pattered aro and someone called 
out “Who is speaking?’ Chee-Weh-Can Abscess (thé little - 
mosquito hawk!) cried the voige and the firing ceased. Then 
another voice which Peter recognized as that of his own brother- 
in-law, cried out: ‘Shoot’ the traitor,” and the burly interpreter 
pad just time to duck when avtail of bullets spattered ‘all about 
i is services during the rebellion were invaluable and he, 
was afterwards appointed to the position of official interpreter 
of the Indian Department at Regina. the reorganizatio:

riew. His family remained in ina in a comfortable and 
modest home on the corner of Albert and Dewdney streets, He 
died in Regina, a few years ago, after a long, stirring and honor- 
sta life. One of his sons, Harry, is ranching in the Willow 
ch district. He was a fine example of a sturdy, intelligent, 
faithful Indian of the country, who grew up under the auspices _ 
the Hudson Bay Company. - ;

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IN CREATING GOOD CANADIAN CITIZENS 


There is one crop the world is 
never tired of raising—boys. 

There is always a new crop of 
boys to be raised and the amount 
of wrong and crookedness and 
suffering and greed and crime in 
the world today. isia direct result 
‘of failure to’ carry: the . raising 
process far enough. 

Almost everyone has tried rais- 


ing potatoes. Not ‘very — hard 
work planting them; compara- 
tively easy cultivation; what 


would happen if. one called ‘them 
raised just as the plants began to 
branch out and look good? It's 
just at that moment that the real 
raising begins. 

The same with boys. When 
about 12 years of age they reach 
their-dangerous time. From any- 
where after ten years of age up to 
16 or 18, the boy is in his adol- 
escent period. He-is a prize puz- 
zle even to his own parents. All 
sorts of ideas and impulses and 
new found powers have begun to 
get in action inside his brain and 
inside his blood. Without proper 
raising he is just as certain to go 
wrong the rest of his life as the 
potato crop is certain.to succumb 
to its enemies if you neglect it. 
‘There are three main institu- 
tions that guard the boy during 
that period: the church, the 

ool, the home. ~There is a 
fourth organization that acts at a 
time when these three agencies 
have no control over the lad—the 
Boy Scout movement. It is esti- 


mated that the average Saskat- 

ewan byo is awake 5,500 hours 
the year through; he is at home 
under the direct oversight of par- 
ents 1,500 hours; he is under the 
influence of church and Sunday 
school 100 hours; he is under the 
control of the school 900 hours. 
He is outside all these influences 
3,000 hours. 

That is where the Boy Scout 
program steps in. It is during 
that period that the Boy Scout 
training meets all the: influences 
that are opposed to the other 
three agencies. Thus it is that
